In 1878, whon  returned to the |
orty-sixth congress, he received 12,270
voles, againet 10,232 votes cast for
Pierpont, demoerat and greenbacker,
24 votea for Howell,  Prohibitionist,
and 38 mcattering votes, The vote
cast in 1880, when elected to the
Forty-seventh congress, was a very
gratifying one, Mr. Lapham carrying
the Twenty-seventh district by nearly
3,000 majority.  He received 15,673
votes against 12,263 votes cast for
Clement W, Bennett, the demoeratic
candidate, and 434 votes tor A, C.
Heath, nhacker,

Mr., plmm was a classmate at
Canandaigua  Aendemy of the late
Stephen A, Douglas,  The academy
was at that time one of the leading
edueational institutions in the state,
and young Lapham and Douglas were
regarded by the faculty and fellow
students as the smartest scholars in
the institution. JIn debate they were
regarded as rivals, and always were
ritted against each other. Mr. Lap-
]mm occupied a seat at the head of
the table in the boarding department
and Dounglas sat at his right hand.
Mr. Lapham was compelled to leave
the school for several weeks,
and on his return found Mr.
Douglas ocoupying the seat at the
hu.ulg of the table. Mr., Lapham de-
manded his seat, and Mr, Douglas in-
gisted on his right to retain it. The
faculty finally decided that the two
young moen should argue the case be-
fore the scholara, who would sit asn
jury. The contestants accepted the
situntion and made elaborate speeches,
The jury decided that Douglas was
entitled to the seat. Mr. Lapham, in
relating this aneedote; used tosay:
*“This was Stephen A, Douglas' first
idea of squatter sovereignty.”

H. W. Burton, the cripplo stage
robber, has been arrested and brought
to Denver, This man is said to have
accomplished the somewhat marvelous
feat of frightening thirteon passen-
gera into giving up all the wealth they

wacasod, between Alamosa and Fa-
ettoville, on the night ot June 28,

It wan u clear; beautiful night. The
moon shone throughsoft rifts of cloud,
and the air was m%t and balmy, The
horses were jogging along at a com-
fortable gait, the driver wus chatting
pleasantly with o passenger, and stage
robbere were never thought of —that
is, not until a man suddenly jumped
out from behind a bush and command-
ed everybody aboari tho stage to hold
up his hands. This was wbout twelve
miles from Alamoss, All tho passen-
gers excopting a woman and a cripple
were expeditiously relieved of what
cash could be found in their clothing.
Before boginning the work of robbing
the passengers o Mr. McMillan and
the driver were bound 8o tightly that
they ecould not have used their wea-

ons had they possossed uny, and then

lack caps were quickly pulled over
their heads,  When the passengers
pockets had yiolded all their solid
wealth—the robber seomoed not to
want any watches or jowelry —the road
agent made them get down on their
knees and remain in that position
until the mail sacks had been out
open and robbed of all that was valu-
able, Then the driver was permitted
to remount his seat, orack his whip
and tako his passengers to Alamosa,

A large erowd of people hadgathered
at the Union deput out of curiosity to
see the man whose courage overcame
a dozon men, When the train ar-
rived they gathered around the officer
and prisoner, and surged about the
platform in 8o solid & munss that it was
necessary to eall upon the polics to
clonr a passage through the depot to
the carringe which stood in waiting,

Burton was driven at onee to the
office of United States Commissioner
Brazee, whero ho was arraigned. The
judge stated tho oharge against him,
and asked if he had any answer to
make, whether guilty or not guilty?

“Notguilty," auswered the prisoner,

The judge naked lum if he could fur-
nish bail, He replied that he could
if his examinition did not oceur too
early. When inforwed that it could
not take placoe until some time next
week, DBurton became anxious that it
should oceur as soon as possible, He
spoke quickly but firmly, not in the
least uervous and only anxious that
his iminary examination should
not be delayed,

Judge Brazee fixed his bail st 85000,
and appointed an early date for the
preliminary examination, A mittimus
was then issued, and the prisoner
taken to the county jail.

In response to a telegram from Con.,
Cameron, Marshal Par Desmdnd start-
od from Pueblo with the prisoner to
bring him to the Arapahos county jail
Burton was handeuffed and p]m-mf in
a roat in front of the officer,

While the train was running at
rapid rate of spoed a short distance
from Castle Rock, the prisoner sud-
denly freed one hand from the mana-
¢le, sprang to the door and jumped
overbionrd, falling upon his nimulﬂur
almoat under the flying train,  Des-
mond said that while the train was
running at about twenty or twenty-
five miles an hour, when he could
least have oxpected him to attempt
escape, he (Desmond) went back to
the rear end of the coach to the water
cooler, and that while returning to
his seat he observed the prisoner rushi-
ing toward the door, and saw him
jmu‘n off the platform, Desmond
criod out “'stop the train,” and ran to
the platform with pistol in hand. A
pnssenger pulled the bell cord and
the train was stopped within o dis-
tance of a few rods.  In the mean-
time Desmond jumped from the train
and was pursuing  tho  fugitive,
When Desmond struck the ground he
observed that Burton was just begin-
ing to struggle to his feot, having been
stunned and hurt in the shoulder by
the full. Tho officer fired his vistol
when Burton sprang to his feat, and,
although quite lame, the Intter made
rapid !Il.l‘ilfb! across the plains,  Dea-
mond fired a second and third shot,
whon Burton fell. Having taken with
him Desmond's grip-sack, which he
supposed contained a large pistol.
Burton employed himself as he ran
in attempting to open the bag and
fumbling about within for the weapons.
After falling he surrendered and
when again taken in custody it was
discovered that he was slightly wound-
ed on the head, just in the rear of the
right car. Tt only broke the skin and

As
soon a8 the train wns stopped a large
crowd of passengers joined in the
chase, but their serviees were not
needed,  When eaptured Burton suid
to Desmond:

*If your pistol had been in your
antechel, ns thought it was, you
conldu't have enught meo. T conld
have stood off the whole gang, I've
been shot at bofore, and I have had &
hundred men after me; and have stood
‘em off, too."”

s is proverbially known, is subject to
such malarial influence and the in-
termittont  fever which it causes.
Ono of the worst and most obstinate
tawes of intermittent tertian I over at-
cendod, was that of President Piorce,
when he oceupiod the Winte House,
and st that time most if not ull of the
servants an tho south or river side of
the building were sttacked with that
fever. 1f the president has been
sleoping in o room in the south, and
exposed to the breewes from the
marshes by the river, with his windows
open at night, he way have contractod
malarin! fever, which is always usher-
ed in by a chill, 1f this is the cause
it will manifest itsolf in a)l probability
on Monday by a second uhi'l. unless it
assumes the quotidian or daily formn,
or the paroxysm is diverted by treat-
ment, 1f his relapse is produced
by the other cause, ubsorption of pus
(pysemin), the case is much more seri-
ous.  But there is strong reason to
hope tho latter is not the case.”
